Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  1946. 

The  major  accomplishment  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the 
Survey  of  Housing  Conditions  and  Sanitary  Services  in  the  Rural 
District  which  was  submitted  to  the  Council  in  July.  Tribute  has 
already  been  paid  to  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  N. 
Lewis,  for  his  work  in  connection  with  this  survey  and  it  is  with  the 
deepest  personal  regret  that  I have  to  record  his  untimely  death  in 
a boating  accident  while  on  holiday. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  has  increased  considerably 
during  the  year  and  with  the  additional  building  and  the  inaugura- 
tion of  water  and  sewerage  schemes  in  all  the  villages  together  with 
the  collection  of  refuse  directly  by  the  Council  I can  see  prospects  of 
an  increasing  volume  of  work  for  the  department  which  will  inevit- 
ably cause  a demand  for  increased  staff. 

Housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  has  been  the  chief  pre- 
occupation of  the  Council  during  the  year  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
record  considerable  progress  in  spite  of  difficulties  in  obtaining 
labour  and  material. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  and  also  to  the  Clerk  and  Sanitary  Sur- 
veyor for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. — Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  the 
ambulance  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board.  Non-inf  ectious  and 
accident  cases  are  removed  by  the  ambulances  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  — The  District  Nursing  Association 
which  is  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association  provides  the 
services  of  whole  time  nurses  for  general  cases. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  and  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  weekly  at  the 
Health  Clinic,  Market  Street,  Kettering. 

Orthopaedic  cases  attend  the  Manheld  Orthopaedic  clinics  at 
Kettering  and  Corby  and  persons  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases 
are  treated  at  the  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital  every 
Thursday  evening  under  the  County  Council  scheme. 
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Under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941,  arrangements  were  continued 
during  the  year  for  the  free  treatment  of  persons  infected  with 
scabies.  The  following  numbers  received  treatment: — - 

Number  ascertained — 39.  Number  treated  at  home — 39. 

In  all  cases  contacts  were  followed  up  and  were  offered  pro- 
phylactic treatment. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — From  1941  free  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  was  offered  to  children  from  one  to  fifteen  years 
of  age.

SECTION  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply:  During  the  year  works  have  been  commenced  in 
providing  piped  water  supplies  in  the  villages  of  Geddington, 
Newton,  Oakley  and  Weldon  by  the  Corby  (Northants)  and  Dis- 
trict Water  Company,  under  their  statutory  obligations.  A water 
supply  is  being  laid  to  Gretton  by  the  same  Company.  Schemes 
have  been  approved,  and  will  be  shortly  started,  to  provide  a piped 
supply  to  Harrington,  Loddington  and  Orton,  by  arrangement  with 
Rothwell  U.D.C.  This  supply  will  come  from  the  water  tower  at 
Harrington  Aerodrome,  and  will  originate  from  the  Northampton 
Corporation  reservoir  at  Ravensthorpe.  A proposed  scheme  to 
supply  Cransley  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

There  are  3314  dwellings  in  the  district,  and  of  these  1633 
obtain  water  from  a piped  supply,  1112  having  internal  taps,  and 
521  relying  on  standpipes:  further,  of  the  1633  obtaining  water  from 
a piped  supply,  815  are  supplied  by  public  mains,  615  by  privately 
owned  estate  mains,  and  203  by  individual  private  wells  providing  a 
piped  supply  to  individual  houses.

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No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  as  to  the  quality 
or  quantity  of  water  from  the  public  piped  supplies,  and  samples 
were  regularly  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage:  Schemes  have  been  submitted  for 
drainage  at  Geddington,  Gretton  and  Weldon,  and  for  extensions  to 
Broughton  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  A scheme  for  Braybrooke  has 
been  deferred  until  the  parish  has  a piped  water  supply,  and  the 
same  position  obtains  in  the  parishes  of  Cottingham,  East  Carlton 
and  Middleton:  the  scheme  for  drainage  at  Grafton  Underwood  has 
been  deferred  until  the  future  of  the  Aerodrome  has  been  decided 
upon. 

Rivers  and  Streams:  No  complaints  have  been  received  as  to 
pollution. 

Scavenging:  Scavenging  by  contract  is  carried  on  in  the 
parishes  of  Broughton,  Cransley,  Geddington,  Grafton  Underwood, 
Gretton,  Harrington,  Loddington,  Newton,  Orton,  Pytchley,  Rock- 
ingham, Rushton,  Thorpe  Malsor  and  Weldon.  The  Council  have 
given  authority  for  the  purchase  of  a Karrier  ‘'Bantam"  scavenging 
vehicle,  and  hard  refuse  will  then  be  collected  in  the  remaining 
villages  of  the  district. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction:  Village . refuse  tips  are  periodically 
dealt  with  by  the  County  War  Agricultural  Committee  under 
contract.  Sewage  works  and  sewers  were  inspected  during  the  year, 
and  a minor  infestation  of  rats  at  Broughton  Sewage  Works  was 
eradicated;  sewers  at  Broughton  were  test-baited  at  the  same  time, 
and  were  found  to  be  free  from  infestation. 

Moveable  Dwellings:  Nine  licences  were  granted  for  a period  of 
twelve  months  to  moveable  dwellings  stationed  in  the  district,  one 
dwelling  being  sited  at  Cottingham,  and  eight  at  Weldon.  Thirteen 
visits  were  made  to  moveable  dwellings  during  the  year. 

Verminous  Houses:  Two  cases  of  infestations  by  bed  bugs,  and 
one  by  fleas,  were  reported  during  the  year,  and  were  successfully 
dealt  with,  seven  visits  being  made  for  the  purpose. 

Disinfection:  Twenty-two  visits  were  made  regarding  the  con- 
trol of  infectious  diseases,  and  nineteen  rooms  were  fumigated  where 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  had  occurred.  The  facilities  at  the  London 
Road  Institution  have  been  utilised  for  the  steam  disinfection  of 
bedding.

It  is  hoped  that  work  on  the  second  instalment  of  the  pro- 
gramme will  be  begun  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  year  the  Council  by  arrangement  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  took  over  24  huts  at  the  Grafton  Underwood  Aerodrome 
site  to  use  for  temporary  housing  accommodation.  Certain  works  of 
conversion  were  necessary  to  each  of  the  huts  to  make  them  suitable 
for  this  purpose,  and  by  the  end  of  1946,  6 huts  were  completed  and 
were  being  occupied. 

Work  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  for  the 
purpose  of  rectifying  defects  and  abating  nuisances  has  been  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year,  and  the  following  table  gives  details  of 
the  routine  work  carried  out,  excluding  the  special  survey  of  houses:

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4 Housing  Act,  1936,  Part  IV.  Overcrowding. 

The  Housing  Survey  revealed  that  47  dwellings  in  this  district 
were  overcrowded  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  the  overcrowding 
being  due,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  to  the  size  of  the  families 
concerned,  rather  than  to  dwellings  being  shared  by  more  than  one 
family.  Of  the  47  cases  of  overcrowding  discovered,  5 cases  have 
already  been  relieved,  involving  the  rehousing  of  5 families;  a total 
of  29  persons.  The  number  of  young  families  found  sharing 
accommodation,  who  require  homes  of  their  own,  was  found  to  be 
262. 

Housing  Survey. 

The  Preliminary  Survey  of  Housing  conditions  in  the  district, 
as  recommended  by  the  Hobhouse  Report,  which  was  commenced 
in  1945,  was  completed  in  June.  A comprehensive  and  detailed 
report  dealing  with  the  findings  of  the  Survey  was  published  during 
the  year.  The  following  summary  shows  the  various  categories  into 
which  the  3,304  houses  surveyed  have  been  placed.  The  survey 
included  a review  of  all  houses,  thus  providing  a complete  picture 
of  housing  conditions  in  the  district.

Regular  sampling  of  milk  was  carried  out  for  the  purpose  of 
testing  the  cleanliness  of  methods  of  production,  by  use  of  the 
methylene-blue  reduction  test.  The  results  of  samples  are  shown  in 
the  following  table,  which  reveals  that  86.13%  proved  good,  8.03% 
moderate,  and  5.84%  bad,  a marked  improvement  over  the  figures 
for  1945.

Meat  Supply;  No  slaughtering  of  meat  for  sale  was  carried  out 
in  the  district,  as  all  slaughtering  is  now  centralised  at  the  Ministry 
of  Food  abbatoirs. 

There  is  one  licensed  Knackers  Yard  in  use,  and  15  slaughter- 
men are  licensed  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Registration  of  FoocFPreparing  Premises:  The  Registration  of 
premises  used  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice-cream  or  the  pre- 
paration of  preserved  foods,  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  which  was  deferred  during  the  war  period,  will 
be  commenced  in  the  near  future. 
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Fried  Fish  Shops:  Only  one  fried  fish  shop,  situated  at 
Broughton,  is  in  use.  No  nuisance  has  arisen. 

Bakehouses:  Eighteen  bakehouses  are  in  use  in  the  area,  in 
seven  of  which  mechanical  power  is  usd.  Whitewashing  of  the 
premises  was  carried  out  as  required,  and  the  service  of  written 
notices  proved  unnecessary. 

Other  Foods:  Food  condemned  during  the  year  comprised  the 
following:— Fish,  70  lbs.;  Stewed  Steak,  10  lbs.;  Cheese,  1J  lbs. 


SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever:  The  disease  was  mild  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
14  out  of  the  16  cases  notified  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia:  One  case  was  notified;  the  patient  was 
nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Erysipelas:  One  case  was  notified.  The  patient  was  nursed 
at  home  and  recovered. 

Dysentery  (Sonne):  Two  cases  were  notified  and  both  were 
nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Typhoid:  One  case  was  notified.  The  source  of  infection  was 
traced  to  the  Aberystwyth  outbreak.  The  child  was  removed  to 
hospital  and  recovered. 

Whooping  Cough:  37  cases  were  notified.  One  was  removed 
to  hospital  and  all  recovered. 

Pneumonia:  Two  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  were  noti- 
fied. Both  cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  one,  aged  80  years,  died. 


Tuberculosis. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
These  Regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffer- 
ing from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was 
taken  during  1946. 

Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62  and  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  Section  172.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  section  whereby 
an  infectious  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  may  be  compulsorily 
removed  to  hospital. 

13  cases  of  respiratory  and  3 cases  of  non-respiratory  tuber- 
culosis were  notified  during  the  year.  6 persons  died  from  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  and  2 persons  from  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis.
